Pueblo Chmntann fn 
Speaks in EC Friday 


Pueblo crewman Lee R. Hayes, 
who spent 11 months as a prison: 
er of the North Korean commu- 
nists, will address a public audi- 
ence Nov. 6 at 8 p.m. at El Cer- 
rito Community Center, 7007 
Moeser Lane, El Cerrito. 
subject will be '‘Remember the 
Pueblo.” 

Hayes was chief radioman 
aboard the USS Pueblo when it 
was hi-jacked by the communist 
forces. His strategic position at 
the time of the indicent enables 
Hayes to speak with authority 
about what took place and what 
subsequently happened to the 
crew of the Pueblo while they 
were ‘held captive in North Korea, 

According to Lee Hayes, the 
Pueblo was more than 15 miles 


away from the nearest land when i 


it was attacked by communist 
gun boats. ‘‘We were never with- 
in the 12-mile limit of North 
Korea,’’ he says. Hayes also 
charges that no help was given 
the Pueblo while it was under 
bombardment. ‘ 

“For 1% hours,” Hayes ex- 
plains, “we were under Commu- 
nist attack. During that time we 
were in constant contact with 
nearby American forces, begging 
for help—help that was only 15 
minutes flying time away. But 
no help was given.” 

The men of the USS Pueblo 
were held prisoner by the com- 
munists for 11 months. ‘Threats 
and beatings,” says Hayes, ‘‘were 
a daily occurrence, and we al- 
ways wondered if America had 
forgotten us.” 

“When we were released,” 
Hayes adds, ‘the communists 
gloated that they would capture 
the United States as easily as 
they had captured our ship, and 
they boasted that their revolu- 
tion in this country had already 
begun.”
